Status of Claims 

2. Amendment filed January 9, 2009 is acknowledged. 

• Claims 4, and 7-1 1 have been cancelled. 

• Claims 1-3 and 5-20 are pending. 

o Claims 1, 12, and 14 to 17 have been amended, 
o Claim 21 has been added, 
o Claims 1-3, 5-6, and 12-21 are examined below. 
• Claims 1-3, 5-6, and 12-21 are allowed. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Applicant's confirmation of withdrawal of claim 8 in the reply filed on January 9, 
2009 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election 
without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 
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4. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 7-10 
directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 7-10 have been 
cancelled.

5. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on January 9, 2009 was filed 
after the mailing date of the Nonfinal Office Action on August 9, 2008. The submission is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97.

7. Claims 1-3, 5-6, and 12-21 are allowed. 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Nowhere in the prior art does the combination of limitations exist which include: 
a silicon substrate having a source region, a drain region and a capacitive well; 
a floating gate disposed on the silicon substrate to form a field effect transistor with 
the source and drain region; 
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an insulating layer that separates the floating gate and a hybrid mounted top 
electrode having a sensitive layer formed on an underside thereof, where the 
sensitive layer and the insulating layer form an air gap; and 

a layer of hydrophobic material on a surface of the insulating layer within the air 
gap; 

nor did any combination of references of the prior art show the claimed combination of 
limitations to be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art.
